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Resources of Sacramento County, 
California 


E would call your attention to the general resources and 
opportunities of Sacramento County. The opportun- 
ity exists here in a greater degree than can be found 

in other portions of the State, because the growth has ever 
been steady, never having been subjected to a “BOOM” in 
its history. This accounts for the moderate valuation placed 
upon lands in this section of the State. 


FRUIT CULTURE 


Fruit culture has become one of the leading and most 
profitable industries in the State of California. This being 
conceded, markets and facilities of transportation become most 
important factors, and herein again Sacramento County 
excels. 

Taking the center of Sacramento County as an initial 
point and drawing about it a circle having a radius of 50 
miles, within this circle will be found the region produc- 
ing the earliest vegetables, berries and fruits within the State, 
as well as the area from which is shipped to the Eastern 
states and outside consumers more than 75 per cent. of the 
output of green and deciduous fruits from the whole State, 
and over go per cent. of it must pass through this county 
on the way to reach a final market. 

It is a fact worthy of note that whereas we learn from 
authentic reports from Eastern and Southern states, includ- 
ing Florida, that during the winters of 1898 and 1899, great 
loss of fruit trees has been incurred by severe frosts; no fruit 
trees, deciduous or citrus, have been injured by frost in 


Sacramento County. 


CLIMATE 


The winter Sanitarium of the world is supposedly located 
in Northern and Western Italy, the Riviera and its citrus 
and olive belt. By comparison it will be found that Sacra- 
mento County shows a warmer winter, spring and yearly 
average, and about the same autumn and summer tempera- 
ture as that of the great citrus belt of Northern Italy 
where it is said ‘‘ perpetual summer exists, skies are blue and 
the sun ever shines.” Comparisons will show that while 
the clear days in the year will reach but 220, Sacramento 
County averaged 238, being more clear days than any in- 
habited portion of the Northern Hemisphere excepting 
Yuma, Arizona. 


SOME FACTS CONCERNING 
SACRAMENTO COUNTY 


It is the heart of California’s fruit belt. 

It is the home of all citrus and deciduous fruits. 

The orange ripens here five weeks earlier than in South- 
ern California. 

Seventy-five per cent. of the deciduous fruits of the 
State are grown within a radius of 50 miles from Sacra- 
mento City. 

It contains the famous Flame Tokay District. 

It has the second largest vineyard in the world. 

It is the only district shipping berries in full carloads. 

It has the largest propertionate acreage of rich lands. 

It is the leading hop district of the United States. 

A failure of crops in this district has never been recorded. 

It has no sunstrokes, snow or blizzards. 

It has an average rainfall of 20 inches. 

The climate averages about the same temperature as 
that of Los Angeles.
